July 31, 1952

The meeting was called to order with Mayor Drake présiding.
.Roll Call:

Present: Councilmen Johnson, Long, MacCorkle, White, Mayor Drake

Councilman Johnson moved that the Minutes of the previous meeting be ap-.
proved. The motion, seconded by Councilmen White, carried by the following vote:

Present, but not voting: Councilman Long

MR, C. H. CLARK, 605 Genard, submitted a petition from residents and
property owners on Genard Street, asking that the street be put in good condition
that the chug holes be filled and the street graded and oiled. The petition was
referred to the City Manager.

MR. RAYMOND CANIOR asked that bids on excavation for the Water Plant be
‘taken separately and not included in the general contract. Councilman Long
stated that alternate bids were to be taken. The City Manager said there were
three different propositions to be submitted, and it would depend on what type
of plant selected as to the amount of excavation, end it would notbe known until
the bids of the contractors were recelved as to which way they would go; and it
was impossible to sel up a separate excavation contract. MR, FREESE, of FREESE
& NICHOLS, Consultant, advised against separating the excavation, as it would be
more expensive, would put responsibility on the city as to the fine gradé, and
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would create complications. The Architects had also agreed with Mr, Freese, MR.
CANION felt he would meke more dealing direct with the City and at the seme. time
save the City money. After detaled discussion, the Mayor asked that the City

Manager get a letter from Mr. Freese as to his remgons for not separating the bidd.

MR, 8. B. PRICE submitted petitions with between 200 and 300 names asking
the Council NOT to pass the crdinance providing for 30-60 minute parking meters
on Congress Avenue, MRS, EVANGELINE WILLIAMS spoke against the 30-60 minute parkd
ing meters, stating the 30 minutes would not give enough shopping time, and the
dime for the 60 minutes only increased expenses of the taxpayers. Councilmen Lo
and White were not in favor of this change as they did not think it would help th
parking situation any and would be an additionsl expense to the pecple. Council-~
man MacCorkle felt that it might help the parking situstion & little, and that it
would do a lot towards keeping the down-town ares alive. Counciiman MacCorkle
then moved that the 30-60 minute parking meters be tried out on Congress Avenue.
Councilman Johnson offered a substitute motion to allow the merchants who wanted
the 30~minute parking meters to have them. The City Attorney stated this would
‘not be legsl, as the matter would have to be on the basis of whether or not there
was a need from the viewpoint of moving traffic., The Council then congldered the
motion of Councilman MacCorkle, seconded by Comncilmsn Johnson, that the 3060
minute parking meters be tried out on Congress Avenue, The motion, carried by
the following vote: ‘

WHEREAS, the Director of Public Works has estimated that the part of the
contract price for such work to be paid by the City of Austin is the sum of One
Hundred Fifty Thousand and no/100 ($150,000.00) Doliars, Now, Therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN, TEXAS:

That the sum of One Hundred Fifty Thousand and no/100 {$150,000.00) Dol-
lars be and the same is hereby appropriated from Bond Funds of the City set apart
in the current budget for street improvements to defray the cost of such con-
struction under suck contract which is to be psid by the City of Austin.. '

(1) A gas main in GROVER AVENUE, from a point 100
feet north of Richereek Road south to Aggie Lane, the
centerline of which gas main shall be T.5 feet west of
and parallel to the east property line of said GROVER
AVENUE,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2% feet,

(2) A gas main in AGGIE LANE, from Grover Avenue
westerly 1273 feet, the centerline of which gas main
shall be 6.5 feet south of and parallel to the north
property line of said AGGIE LANE,

- Said ges main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 2% feet.

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths may not be required &t special points. When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definate information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days before such
information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company if further put upon
notice that they will be requiréd to bear the expense of repairs or replacement
of any underground utility damesged during the construction of lines named in
this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the viecinity of a fire plug, water
mist be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in
the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of asaid streets after said
mains have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchises granted to said company by the Clity of Austin.

appropriate notation, signed by the Mayor, on the original plat of said
subdivision prior to its recording in the Plat Records of Travis County, Texas.

Councilman Lomg inquired sbout the houses on 19th end Trinity as to when
they would be torn down., The City Manager reported they had belonged to MRS,
MAERKY, who was to have them removed, and he had heen ungble to contact Mrs.
Maerki,

With reference to buying the right-of-way for the Interregional Highway,
the Mayor suggested that the three appraisers, whom the Council appointed, meet
with the Council and all get together on the figures and decide what the value
of the 66 pleces of land was and pass it on to the City Attorney and let him take
it on through. Any recommendatlon after the Council psssed it on to the Legal
Department wuld come back from the Legal Department,

Councilmen White stated a party had called him and wanted to bring a
delegation of about 100 from the Shoal Creek Area to complain about the bad con-
dition of that area.
